John Bond may have 
ended his two-term (four 
years) stint as Mayor of 
Rogue River, but by no 
means is he retired. 

You can't have a very long 
conversation with Bond with- 
out learning about his deep 
sense of community involve- 
ment. 

It's not that he's tooting 
his horn; it's just that commu- 
nity service has such apart of 
his life since even before he 
and his family moved to 
Rogue River in 1987 to be- 
come principal at then-Rogue 
River High School. 

"| actually believe very, 
very strongly in community," 
he said. "My grandfather was 
involved in community serv- 
ice. My father was involved in 
community service. | have 
been involved in community. 
My daughter, when she was 
going through college, and 
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John Bond, who served as Rogue River's mayor for 
four years and on its city council for four years, 
has lived a lifetime of public service. 
after in Portland was involved 
in community service. We all 
very strongly believe in that." 

And the community has 
noticed. It's named Bond as 
the 2013 Grand Marshal of 
the Rooster Crow Parade. 

"| would HOPE it's be- 
cause of about 30 years living 
in Rogue River, and being ac- 
tively involved in community- 
related activities and trying to

Not much has changed since 1953, 
when the first National Rooster Crow Cham- 
pionship was held in Rogue River. 

The rules are simple. Each person can 
enter one rooster; the rooster must remain 
in the cage throughout the contest. An im- 
partial judge is assigned, and the tallying be- 
gins at 2:30 p.m. No mechanical, electrical, 
physical or chemical stimulants or devices 
are allowed. Moreover, roosters cannot be 
mistreated or abused. 

Each rooster has 30 minutes to crow his 
heart out. 

Never mind that most of the crowin’ oc-

curs before the official contest, when most 
of the roosters fall prey to the pressure. 

In the 2012 contest, the arena was filled 
with 47 roosters in their cages, some elabo- 
rately decorated, and their owners. Two-time 
champion Bye-Bye Bob was present and 
next to his cage was Rockin’ Red and his 
owner, six-year-old Zach Gray. 

“I've had Red for about a year,” Zach 
said. “| thought it would be fun if we tried 
this.” 

Mayor John Bond had the area cleared 
except for owners and judges — a judge was 
assigned to each rooster and was required

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to keep track of each cock-a-doodle-doo 
crowed in 30 minutes. 

When the contest started, it was over- 
cast and sprinkling. But, soon, the sky 
opened up and heavy rain fell onto the roost- 
ers, dampening a bit of the enthusiasm. 

Roosters clucked anxiously, and then 
crowed with each judge tallying. 

Fillipe the Destroyer, a rooster owned by 
Spencer Hill and Alex Jameson, had been 
crowing constantly before the contest. How- 
ever, when it was time for the real deal, Fil- 
lipe fell silent. 

Then, he finally let out a single crow.

Bond, who is also on the 
board of ACCESS, is a native 
Oregonian, his family trav- 
eled across the plains to the 
Eugene area in 1853. His 
family owned property at 
where the Eugene Airport lies 
until about 10 years ago. 

He has been married to 
his wife Debra for 40 years, 
for whom he gives great 
credit for her support through 


the years. His daughter 
Michelle lives in Seattle, and 
the Bonds have two grand- 
children, one a year and a 
half old, the other about two 
months old. Cooper, the

named John Duncan,

Rogue River's famed 
Rooster Crow Contest started 
in 1953 as a clever, some say 
silly, way to let folks know that 
Rogue River is a town, not just 
a river, 

Shade Coombs, inspired 
by the tale of Welsh coal min- 
ers who staged colorful rooster 
crowing contests during their 
holidays, shared the idea with 
fellow merchants interested in 
generating a little publicity and 
self-promotion. 

Coombs'’s proposition was 
accepted by the Rogue River 
Booster Club and funds were 
set aside for a cash prize for 
the owner of the rooster that 
crowed the most within a 30- 
minute period. 

The first contest was held 
May 23, 1953. There were 75 
roosters perched and ready to 
let loose when Chief of Police 
William Peters fired the open- 
ing gun at 10 a.m. The caged 
cocks were free to crow for half 
an hour. Hollerin' Harry crowed 


71 times and earned his owner 


$50. 


Now, $50 was a sizable | 
sum, considering that in 1953, & 


gas was 25 cents a gallon as 


were a loaf of bread andagal- ; 
lon of milk. And, coffee was a 


mere 50 cents a pound. 


Interstate 5 had yet to be 
built, but still more than 500 
people traveled to the tiny — 


hamlet of Rogue River to wit- |

The contest continued to 
entertain even after the final 
cock-a-doodle-doo. Grants 
Pass auctioneer Charlie Morri- 
son auctioned off the fowl--- 
some had gone afoul, ruffling 
the feathers of their coop-side 
handlers. 

Silent Sam owned by Bill 
Reeder was offered first. Hav- 
ing lived up to his name, his 


owner disgustedly bid 10 cents

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RRFD to the Rescue 


Members of the Rogue 
River Fire District (RRFD) 
spent most of the Rooster 
Crow celebration demonstrat- 
ing their training exercises and 
equipment operations to the 
crowd gathered at Rogue 
River Elementary School. 

“A lot of people see us as 
we make our medical calls,” 
said Former Chief Ben Ram- 
sey. “Unless something major 
happens in town, many don't 
get to see us or our gear in ac- 
tion.” 

First, the RRFD crew set up 
a rope rescue demonstration. 
Securing a number of ropes 
between two trees a few hun- 
dred feet apart, one firefighter 
was hauled up into the air and 
maneuvered by other firefight- 
ers on the ground. Pulling on 
the ropes, they brought him 
into position above a fire- 
fighter playing the part of res- 
cue victim. 

RRFD firefighter Jeff 
Fitzgerald, using a micro- 
phone and public address 
speakers, explained how the 
rope rescue operation would 


a 


be used to rescue a hiker from 
a canyon or swimmers 
stranded in the river. 

“It's something we rarely 
have to do,” he said. “But, it's 
something that we have to 
train for and be prepared for. 
That's part of our job.” 

Next, the RRFD personnel 
setup an extrication scenario 
involving a wrecked car and 
the Jaws of Life. 

Firefighters recruited a fe- 
male volunteer from the crowd 
to play the victim trapped in 
the wrecked Saturn Firefight- 
ers in full turnout gear — al- 
most 50 pounds of equipment 
- set to work on the rescue 
operation. Other crew mem- 
bers checked on the victim 
while others inspected the ve- 
hicle. 

“You have to be careful with 
some vehicles,” Fitzgerald 
said. “The air-shocks on front- 
and rear bumpers can ex- 
plode — which turns that 
bumper into a deadly flying 
projectile. So, we have to be 
cautious when approaching a 
vehicle.”

After several minutes, the 
firefighters removed the young 
woman from the vehicle, their 
efforts applauded by the 
crowd. 

‘It's good for everyone, 
these demonstrations,” Ram- 
sey said. “It's good for the 
public because they get to see 
what we have to face some 
times when we have certain 
Calls. And, it's good for the 
guys, since they (use the time) 
to train and use the gear.”

Harold McKenzie paid $50, 
there was a rush of rooster 
owners hoping to cash in, but 
the bidding dropped rapidly. 

A drizzling rain that turned 
to a downpour failed to dampen 
the spirits of the spectators or 
the boosters, and Medford, 
Grants Pass and Portland 
media gave the crow fest such 
favorable publicity, the boosters 
decided to hold a second con- 
test on September 5, 1953. 

According to a Rogue River 
Press article published in June 
1954, organizers expected 
1,500 people to attend that 
summer's crow fest. Instead, 
2,000 folks poured into the city 
and witnessed Rocky knock out 
the competition with 79 crows. 

The successful event has 
continued for 60 years, and this 
years crowing contest will again 
be held on the last Saturday in 
June. The Rogue River Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Kiwanis 
co-sponsor the weekend. 

Before all the cock-a-doo- 
dle-doo-ing begins, there is a 
rooster-themed parade---this 
year the theme is “60 Years and 
Still Crowin’.”

The Rogue River Lions 
Club took over from the Rogue 
River Boosters Club, and since 
1993, the Kiwanis have been 
lead organizers along with the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
City of Rogue River.

“Yes!” both men shouted. Hill was 
optimistic that Fillipe might still win. 

“We can do this,” he said. 

However, when the 30 minutes was 
over, he would not be crowned cham- 
pion crower. 

George, owned by Jason and Dani 
Duby of Merlin, was the winner earning 
the $150 prize with more than 44 
Crows. 

“| grew up in Rogue River all my life 
and never been to a Rooster Crow,” 
Duby said. “We took in George a few 
years ago and decided to enter the con- 
test - I'm glad we did.” 

The 2011 champ Bye-Bye Bob 
came in second with 35 crows. 

Those numbers just don't compare 
to the likes of Beetle Baum who crowed 
109 times in 1953. And, the feat (if not 


the beak) of White Lightening, who 
crowed 112 times in 1978, and B.W., 
107 in 2005, seem unparalleled. 

No one knows the secrets that en- 
courage a rooster to crow, but White 
Lightning's owner, Willie Beck of Gold 
Hill, said it was simple. "I just kept him 
away from any other roosters or chick- 
ens for six weeks before the contest 
and brought him to the contest in a 
large sack." 

However, the secret may have 
been in the person of Dr. Mabel Bryant 
who stood before his cage flapping her 
arms and cheering him on to spectac- 
ular achievements. According to the 
good doctor, "We were communicating 
with each other!” 

Was she the inspiration for the 
Human National Crowing Champi- 
onship that began 13 years ago?

Rooster Crow turns 60 this 
year. 

Who would have thought 
that something inspired by old 
Welsh traditions - rooster 
crowing contests held during 
holiday celebrations ~ would 
have grown into a major an- 
nual event? 

According to old press ac- 
counts, in 1953, a local 
named Shade Coombs re- 
membered stories of Welsh 
coal miners and their holiday 
rooster crowing contests. 
Coombs felt that such a con- 


test would be a great way t o 
generate publicity and help 
promote local businesses. 

The idea was to see which 
rooster could crow the most 
within 30 minutes - and its 
owner would win money if it 
crowed the most. 

Coombs' fellow merchants 
and the local Booster Club 
thought it would be a good 
idea and a cash prize was es- 
tablished. May 23, 1953, 
marked the first Rooster Crow 
— more than 500 people were 
in attendance and there were 
75 roosters and their owners 
in the contest.
